T h e 
w o r d j 
"found” means to 
be detected or die- j 
covered 
In 
the 
prepetratlon 
of 
a 
fraud. 
It Is a word 
used 
for 
judg­ 
ments regarding moral character and 
conduct, and conveys the Idea of dis­ 
covering and detecting 
forgery 
and 
falsity. 
In using this 
word, 
the 
apostle 
would say that In proclaiming to the 
Corinthians the doctrine of the resur­ 
rection of Christ, he and the 
other 
apostles had been guilty of perpetrat­ 
ing fraud upon them. 
If Christ be not risen, 
then 
the 
apostles are false witnesses; not wit­ 
nesses deluded, 
mistaken, 
deceived, ■ 
the victims of an hallucination, which 
was the result 
of 
an 
over wrought 
brain and imagination, but false wit­ 
nesses. 
Deluded! say the apostle, we 
cannot be; vffetims of an over wrought 
imagination, innocent but deceived en- 
thusiasts—all this iro Impossible, we 
are down-right deceivers; 
we 
have 
willingly, 
knowingly 
perpetrated 
a 
fraud upon the church 
in 
claiming 
th at Christ rose from the dead; we 
are down-right deceivers. The strange 
thing about the apostle’s statement Is 
th at the idea of delusion or hnllucina- I 
Uon Is wholly absent from his argu- 
ment. 
It does not seem to have oc­ 
curred to him to mention it. Even the 
possibility of It Is too remote to be 
apoken of. 
To the apostle, the resurre ction of 
Christ is a truth 
or 
a falsehood, 
a 
reality of a fraud, a thing of sincerity 
or of deceit, a fact or a mistake. There 
is no loophole of escape—the 
resur­ 
rection is either a fart or a falsehood, 
a reality or a sham, and such persons 
as the apostles were guilty of perpe­ 
trating it. 
Paul feels that the stigma of false­ 
hood has been put upon him. 
He feels 
that he has been stung by an Insult. 
Somebody has not believed him—has 
made him out to be a liar. 
His testi­ 
mony In effect Ik this: 
I have seen 
th e risen Christ; 1 have talked with 
him; I have received my commission 
from him. To challenge my statem ent 
is to challenge 
my 
character, 
my 
veracity, my understanding, my rea­ 
son. 


V. If Christ be not 
risen 
from 
the 
dead then we have no God who is 
worthy of our trust. 
To attribute to a person a good or 
glorious act, which It is well known 
that he never performed, is to cause 
th at person to be suspected of hav­ 
ing prompted the false ai-sertlon. 
So 
the testimony of the 
apostle 
would 
lead men to think that God had In­ 
spired men to tell lies about him. 
Many think that they can still have 
faith in God, thiii they still have left 
a God whom they can triiHt and in 
whom they can repose 
their 
faith, 
even though they do not a<c*!t the 
resurrection 
of 
Jesus 
Christ. 
The 
apostle says plainly, This is not so; if 
we have no risen Christ, neither have 
we a God in whom we can trust. Note 
the serious point hfre. 
"Paul preach­ 
ed God, he commended God. and the 
Justice of God as showu In raising his 
holy son from the djfad. 
Hut if Jtsu s 
Christ is not risen from the 
dead, 
then we have no such God. If one like 
Jesus Christ Is still left dead, If one 
be so good as Jesus was and mill be 
deprived of life, what kind of .. God 
have we? 
We have no God in whom 
we can trust; It is no use trying to 
be good. The end Is a skull and a few 
ashes. 
‘We have testified 
of 
God/ 
says Paul, ‘we have justified God, but 
we are found false witnesses of him 
if Jesus Christ did not rise from the 
dead. 
Have you considered what that 
point means? The modern mar often 
assumes that he is already In posses­ 
sion of a God with a reliable charac­ 
ter, w hatever 
you 
make 
of 
Jesus 
Christ. But there is something in the 
career and in the Issue of the career 
of Jesus Christ that makes a good 
God In this tragic world incredible un­ 
less Christ he rlnen from the 
dead. 
Jesus went through the worst suffer­ 
ing* that any man ever suffered. 
He 
sounded the depths 
of 
the 
world’s 
tragedy. 
Now if he has been raised 
from l i e dead we 
may 
believe 
in 
God; hut if there be no resurrection 
of the spotless Christ, then God 
is 
either dead or mad. 
We have no rear 
HOnnl-Ie G o d left ”

The speaker declared that S t Paul 
points us back to the institution of the 
Jewish Law Covenant at M t Sinai and 
uses it as a picture or type of experi 
ences of the Church to be expected at 
the Second Coming of Christ and tie* 
establishment of His glorious King 
dom 
St. Paul pictures the march of tie 
Israelites from the Bed Sea to Mt 
Sinai, implying that some got to the 
mountain much in advance of the oth 
ers. but waited there for the General 
Assembly. 
The 
Apostle 
points 
us 
bnek to the awful experiences eon 
nected with the inauguration of the 
Law 
Covenant—ML 
Sinai 
smoking, 
lightnings flashing from the cloud and 
thick darkness which enveloped the 
mountain, the earth trembling, the 
Voice of God heard, the people In fear 
All these things, said the Pastor, ac 
cording to S t Paul, were foreshadow 
lugs of still more wonderful things to 
be expected in the near future In con 
nection with the Inauguration of the 
New Covenant. 
Many had mlsappre 
bended the Apostle’s teaching in re 
spect to the New Covenant and thought 
It already sealed and in operation. But 
not so. 
The Scriptures assure us that 
the work of Christ and the Church dur 
lug this Age has been a preparatory 
one. without which the New Covenant 
could not go Into effect. 


A Tim© of Terrible Trouble. 
Everywhere 
the 
Bible 
associates 
with the coming of Christ a great 
trouble upon the world and assures us 
that the faithful of the Church will be 
spared from It by their resurrection 
change. The plowshare of trouble will 
upset human pride and humble the 
world and make them glad to welcome 
the Messianic Kingdom then to be es 
tabllshed for the purpose of bringing 
to Israel and to the world the long 
promised blessings of the New Cove­ 
nant 
The introduction of this Kingdom 
S t Peter styles the Day-dawn. 
(II 
Peter 1, 19.) 
lie describes its work as 
most blessed, saying. "Times of re­ 
freshing shall come from the presence 
of the I#ord—He shall send forth Je­ 
sus Christ—whom the heavens must 
retain until the Times of Restitution of

It will be In response to thl« 
universal cry that the Messianic King 
dom will be established and by the 
New Covenant take over the control 
of the entire world of mankind, for 
whom, by the grace of God, Jesus 
Christ tasted death.—Hebrews ii. 9.

F R E S H E G G S A N D B A C T E R I A . 
A comforting thought is that em­ 
bodied in the statement of Dr E. C. 
Rosenberger, in the New York Medi­ 
cal Journal, that a clean fre«h egg is 
sterile. 
One may easily follow the 
doctor a« he proceeds to show that * 
the bacteria which are present In b ra 
ken or cracked eggs, in commercial 
"dirty” eggs, in desiccated eggs and 
In frozen eggs, get into the product 
from nest dirt on the outside of the 
egg, or from the air during breaking 
of the eggs, in the process of desicca 
tion or faom the hands of those who 
break the eggs. 
When 
an 
egg is 
termed "dirty,” says this authority, 
and when it is cracked so that the 
membrane is also broken, then colon 
bacilli may gain access to the egg. 
The same thing may happen if dirty 
eggs are broken carelessly, or if the 
hands of those who break them are 
not clean. 
The colon bacilli may even 
gain access to the broken eggs from 
dust blown In the air. 
It is obvious, 
as Dr. Rosenberger says, th at an egg 
can be at once fresh and "dirty.” and, 
in view of the reasonableness of his 
assertions, one may even feel dis­ 
posed to give the doctor the benefit 
of any existing doubt concerning his 
statem ent that a clean fresh egg will 
remain fresh (and not show gas-pro­ 
ducing bacteria) 
for 
at 
least 
10 
months In the ordinary refrigerator, 
packed in sawdust or bran.

function, called him

and 
blackguard, threatening to horsewhip 
him and attempted to kick him.

though dueling had been forbidden by 
articles of war in 1844, after the hor­ 
ror caused by the death of Colonel 
Fawcett at the hands of his brother- 
in-law, Lieutenant Munro, in 1843, the 
provocation In the Hawkey-Seton case 
was such th at 
a 
meeting 
resulted. 
Seton fired and missed. 
The ham m er 
of Hawkey’s pistol being set on the 
safety notch, It would not go off. 
At 
the second discharge Seton fell. Haw­ 
key fled to France.

latter date will be "Drama 
day.” 
The program will open In the 
morning with the Bible hour and later 
a band concert will be given. At 11:00 
a. m. William M ather Lewis will give 
a lecture on a subject that Is appro­ 
priate. At 2:30 in the afternoon "Elec­ 
tra ” will he given. 
At 7:30 p. m. an 
orchestra will give a short prelude in 
the auditorium, and at 7:45 the sacred 
grand opera, "Joseph,” will be given. 
The whole day’s program will make a 
genuine “Drama day,” but the pro­ 
gram w ill be such that it will be popu­ 
lar with those who love a "good show” 
for the show’s sake as well as those 
who look upon such events with the 
critical and literary eye. 
"Dram a day” at W inona lake, how­ 
ever, is only one of the many featured 
days of Lhe program.

J.), who was sent here b y the sub scrip­ 
tion of his fellow citizens, finished in 
third place, less than a minute b ehind 
Gitshaw; Sockalexis. the Indian from 
Old Town. Me., b eing fourth. 
Other 
sturdy ru n n ers from the United States 
supplied eight men in the first fifteen 
to finish the gruelling contest in front 
of the royal b ox in the stadium. 
The distance of the race was ab out 
twenty-fiv e miles, considerab ly shor t­ 
e r than the other Olympic marathons, 
where an effort W’as made to attain 
the distance ov er which the Greek 
soldier trav eled to deliv er the news at 
Athens of the b attle of 
Marathon. 
T hu s it was tha t the winner easily 
b roke the Olympic record, finishing in 
2 
hours, 
36 
minutes, 
50 
seconds 
against the 2 hours, 51 minutes and 
23 3-5 seconds m ade b y Sherring of 
Canada, who wron at Athens in 19 06. 
Gitshaw' s time was 2 hours, 37 min 
utes, 52 seconds, while Strob ino com ­ 
pleted the distance in 2 hour3, 38 m in ­ 
utes, 12 seconds. 
McArthur was out to the last ounce 
when he reached the royal b ox a fter 
running once around the stadium, and 
collapsed as soon as he crossed the 
line. 
Gitshaw, the second man, finish­ 
ed stronger, b ut it remained for Stro­ 
b ino to set the crowd yelling with e n ­ 
thusiasm as 
he sprinted down 
the 
stretch apparen tly none the w'orse for 
his strenuous exertions. 
There wrere more than sixty com ­ 
petitors. 
representing

n a ­ 
tions, and hundreds of thousands of 
spectators were stretched around the 
course, while the stadium was crowded 
with an anxious throng. 
The b roiling 
sun b eating down on the men who 
were striv ing for the crowning glory 
of this greatest of 
Olympic meet3 
made the journey ov er the rough and 
liilly roads ev en more sev ere than had 
b een anticipated. 
All wore head cov ­ 
ering except the South Africans, and 
many attrib uted their splendid s h o w ­ 
ing to the heat, which was ab out the 
ten-peratutre they are accustomed to 
in their nativ e land. 
King Gustav of Sweden occupied 
the royal b ox with a party of v isitor ) 
and was much concerned when Aic- 
Arthur came staggering around the 
track at the finish, walking at times 
and at others b reaking into a feeb le 
run.

W ashington, July 15.— Sweeping re­ 
ductions in the rates charged b y ex­ 
press companies a r e ordered b y the 
in te rsta te 
com merce 
commission. 
It has also ordered far-reaching re­ 
form s in the regulations and practices 
of the companies and has also imposed 
upon them a uniform system of rate 
making. 
T he order of the commission, while 
not final, is sub ject only to a hearing 
to he giv en the express companies on 
Oct. 9 . 
The commission calls upon 
the companies to show cause at that 
tim e why the cha n ge in rates and 
practices should not im mediately go 
into effect. 
This te n tativ e a r r a n ge ­ 
m en t of the commission merely m eans 
that they desire to giv e the express 
companies a chance for a fight in their 
defense. 
The decision of the com m is­ 
sion will cause a general reduction in 
rates on small packages of ab out 29 
per cent. 
The av erage is 20 per rent 
and the reductions ta k e n altogether 
range from lb to 50 per cent. 
An im 
portan t requirem ent of the commission 
is that the companies shall adopt a 
distinctiv e tag or lab el 
which 
will 
clearly show w hether a package has 
b een prepaid or not. 
in the ev ent of 
doub t the receiv er of a package will 
not he compelled to pay, and the ex­ 
press companies will no longer hav e 
the b enefit of the thou san d s of dollars 
tha t hav e flowed into their treasuries 
through doub le charges. 
In short, the decision 
4>f the com ­ 
mission 
rev olutionizes 
the 
express 
b usiness in this country. 
An appendix to the in terstate com ­ 
m e rc e commission’s exhaustiv e report 
of the express b usiness of the country 
discloses in detail the rem arkab le in­ 
terlacing of corporate 
interests b e­ 
tw een the express com panies and the 
railroads and am ong the express com­ 
panies themselv es. 
T he commission 
shows that in sev eral instances the 
most fav orab le c on tra c ts giv en b > the 
express companies to the railroads go 
to the roads which hav e directors in 
comm on with the express companies. 
T he eommissicm points out that the 
express company d irectors make con 
tracts with them selv es as railroad di 
rectors. 
This appendix to the report 
also discloses for the first time a list 
of the principal stockholders in the b ig 
express companies.
